3. The governor will not urge 
any county to adopt the local 
option income tax. “ The op­ 
tion’s there; if they want to use 
it that is their decision.” 
4. The shift of mental tre a t­ 
ment from state institutions to 
regional centers will m ake it 
necessary to close one or two of 
the larger hospitals but “ it will 
be done in an orderly manner 
and hearings will be held.”

Although 
state supported 
uni vers Hies, especi ally Purdue, 
have complained about the size 
of their 1973-75 appropriations, 
they received a total increase 
'Of about '12' 'per cent against a 
total state government increase 
of about 9 per cent.

Industrial Prices Take 
Biggest Jump In 22 Years

Wholesale prices of food and 
farm products declined in April 
for the first time in six months 
but the drop was more than off­ 
set by the biggest jump in in­ 
dustrial prices in 22 years, the 
government reported today. 
The decrease in prices for 
processed foods and farm prod­ 
ucts was led by a 2.9 per cent 
drop in meat prices, apparently 
reflecting he effects of the re­

Will the networks cover it 
live? You’d think so. now that 
President Nixon has accepted 
responsibility 
for the 
affair, 
fired one of his top aides and 
announced the resignation of 
two more and his attorney gen­ 
eral. 
But no decision has been 
made yet on live 'Coverage of 
the 
Watergate hearings, 
ac­ 
cording to spokesmen for the 
CBS, NBC and ABC television 
networks. They say it partly 
depends now on who will be 
called to testify 
And even that is undecided 
right now. An Ervin aide says 
the witness list may not be 
ready until “the last minute.” 
This is because of the possi­ 
bility that prominent figures 
the committee wants to ques­ 
tion about Watergate could be 
indicted on federal charges be­ 
tween now and May 15, he said. 
If that happens, those poten- 
t i a 1 w i t n e s s e s probably 
wouldn’t be called to appear 
before the committee, the aide 
said. 
The National Public Affairs 
Center for Television has said 
it will cover the hearings “ga- 
vol-to-gavel.” 
But 
an 
NPAC 
spokesman 'this week said that 
as of now, no live broadcasts 
are planned. 
He said the hearings instead 
will be videotaped for broad­ 
cast 
during 
prime 
evening 
hours on national public tele­ 
vision. 


If there is indecision at NBC, 
CBS and ABC about live cov­ 
erage of the hearings, there 
was none in the networks’ cor­

The strongest words came at 
CBS, where Daniel Schorr and 
White House correspondents Da 
Rather — both of whom have 
been sharply criticized by ad­

speech. 
The next day, on the CBS 
Morning News, Schorr partially 
analyzed Nixon’s speech this 
way: “The President in a sense 
last night was saying, ‘let me 
off the hook on this one.

complain so strongly. Extension 
e c o n o m i s t s 
at 
Purdue 
University say the cost of meat 
isn’t too unreasonable — 'Con­ 
sidering everything the meat 
dollar buys. 
When you buy a pound of 
hamburger, you buy more than 
a hunk of meat. Your money 
is 
paying 
a 
farmer 
who 
produced 
that 
meat 
and 
a 
processor who processed it. In 
addition, your meat dollar pays 
for 
assembling, 
transporting, 
handling, and packaging. 
Dr. 
Robert 
E. 
Schneidau. 
Extension economist, says that 
even consumer services at your 
grocery store are figured Into 
your 
meat 
bill. 
“Trading 
stamps, games, customer serv­ 
ices. breakage, and pilferage 
add to meat costs,” he points 
out. 
“Labor costs are the biggest 
share of the marketing cost.” 
D r . 
Schneidau 
continues. 
“Labor adds up to almost 5 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
cost 
of 
marketing meat.” 
However, this does not mean 
that labor is getting more than 
its share. “It isn’t fair to blame 
the ‘middleman’ for rising meat 
p r i c e s , ’ ’ 
the 
Extension 
'economist 
says. 
“ Evidence 
clearly 
shows 
that 
at 
least 
where 
meat prices 
are con 
cerned 
neither 
retailers 
nor 
processors have been profiting 
unduly.” 
Dr. Schneidau points out that 
supermarkets operate on very 
thin 
overall 
profit 
margins, 
averaging a profit of nine-tenths 
of one per cent after taxes. And 
meat packers commonly earn 
about one per cent on sales. 
“Nor 
can 
the 
farmer 
be' 
b l a m e d 
for 
current 
cir­ 
cumstances, ” he adds. Although 
the 
farm 
income 
has 
risen 
about 19 per cent in the past 
year, the farmers’ income is 
well below the non farm 
in­ 
come. 
Farm 
families 
have 
about 20 per cent less income 
than non farm families. 
“The farmer has just been 
‘catching up' with the rest of 
the economy,” Dr. Schneidau 
says. 
So who is the villain? “There 
is no villain, no one segment 
o f 
the 
marketing 
chain, 
reponsible for the increasing 
meat 
prices,” the 
economist 
concludes. “Consumers whould 
not put the blame on retailers, 
processors, or farmers.”

stocks 
were 
reported down 24 per cent from 
last 
year; 
soybean 
holdings 
were off eight per cent and corn 
down two per cent.

By VICTORIA GRAHAM 
Associated Press liter 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 
familiar coin phone that costs 
callers' one thin dime could be 
the most emotional symbol in 
Indiana 
Bell 
Telephone Co.’s 
request for a $32 million annual 
rale increase. 
Bell wants to charge 20 cents 
for making a local call, from 
one of its 1.7,000 coin-operated 
¡/hones, The company says the 
pay telephone is the most ex­ 
pensive single phone in oper­ 
ation and the least able to pay 
for itself. 
But spokesmen for low in­ 
come groups promise a battle 
in June before the Indiana Pub­ 
lic Service Commission. They 
say many persons can not af­ 
ford 
private 
phones 
and 
.20 
cents is too much for the poor, 
the elderly and the student, to 
pay per call from a booth. 
The case crystallizes the issue 
of just how much responsibility 
Bell has for the community’s 
soctal welfare. It contains some 
of the major aiguments of the 
entire rate case. 
Bell’s basic argument is that 
coin telephones no longer are a 
necessity. After World War II, 
only 40 to .50 per cent of In­ 
diana and. the rest of 'the coun­ 
try had home telephones, and. 
coin telephones were essential. 
But today 94 per cent of the 
population has some kind of 
residential 
telephone 
service 
and the need for phone booths 
is greatly reduced. 
Ray Winkler, Bell’s general 
rate supervisor, says, “A coin 
telephone 
is 
more 
a 
con­ 
venience than a necessity.” 
Until 1951, It cost, five cents 
to make a pay phone call in 'In­ 
diana; it still costs five cents in 
Louisiana. Indiana could be the 
first state to charge 29 cents, 
although 
several 
other 
bell 
companies have petitioned for 
the 100 per cent increase. Pa­ 


cific Northwest Bell in Wash­ 
ington 
State 
will charge 
15 
cents this summer. 
Winkler says with ten cents a 
caller can reach a far larger 
calling are.a than ever before 
because 
of 
improved 
tech­ 
nology; one thin dime literally 
goes farther than ever. 
But a coin telephone which 
cost $60 in 1951, today costs $225 
tor the complex 
mechanism. 
Running a coin telephone is 
more expensive than running 
other phones, because an oper­ 
ator mult handle many calls 
and someone must collect the 
coins. 
Wages have more than dou­ 
bled since 1951 and account for 
a major portion of the cost of 
pay phone operations —- and all 
rising telephoee costs, Winkler 
says. 
In 1972, coin telephones gave 
Indiana Bell more than $14 mil­ 
lion in local and long distance 
calls and nationally the Bell 
System 
coUected 
about 
$200 
million in revenues. 
But Winkler says the oper­ 
ation “ is not paying its own 
way and must be subsidized by 
•all other telephone users . . . 
We feel the person who uses a 
telephone Should pay for it,” he 
says. 
“ It’s really an emotional is­ 
sue,” he says. 
Bell disputes the argument 
the coin telephone is vital for 
lew-income persons. 
“Our 
studies 
show 
poor 
people 
are 
not the primary 
users 
of 
coin-operated 
tele­ 
phones — it’s people in tran­ 
sit,” Winkler says. He says an­ 
other Bell study shows 80 per 
cent, of those -surveyed said 
they would continue to use coll 
telephones if a local caE cost 20 
cents. 
Winkler 
says 
the 
company 
expects to lose “probably 25 to 
30 per cent of the 
current 
users.” 


“Some liberals feel anything 
of this nature (an increase) is 
anti-social. 
But 
where 
does 
Bell’s responsibility to end all 
social problems begin and end? 
“ How do we determine* who 
is ‘poor’ and help them?” 
Winkler says Bell cannot es­ 
tablish a special rate structure 
only 
for 
low-in come 
groups. 
“That’s discriminatory and we 
have no way to make it efcoap- 
r* for one socio-economic group 
than another,” he explains. 
But Bell already has a rate 
category suitable for low in­ 
come persons. In certain areas 
Bell offers a $5 monthly rate 
for 30 outgoing 
calls, 
seven 
cents for each additional call 
and an unlimited number of in­ 
coming calls, 
Winkler speenlates, ‘‘Maybe

“ It’s part of the whole cost 
problem. The price of food and 
milk is going up for everyone, 
r'ch and poor alike.”

telephone call’1” she asks.

Watch As Rain Increases Flood 


THEBES, 111. <AP) — “ I’ve 
been watching ’em since 19*12 
and this is the granddtddy of 
them all,” Herb Prater said as 
h e a v y 
raindrops 
smacked 
against the bloated Mississippi 
and the river pushed through 
the tiny town of Thebes. 


The river covered the first 
three streets of the town. 'Thir­ 
ty houses and several small 
stores were flooded out. Beer 
signs hanging from a tavern 
swayed only inches above the 
v\ ater in the street. 
Prater, 66, said, “ I remem 
her in 1912, we was poor and 
living in boxcars along the rail­ 
road tracks . . . and we had to 
get out. But it’s never been up 
this far.” 
Kelley’s market was flooded 
out three weeks ago. The store 
owner said that after the first 
flooding the river went down 
and he was going to reopen, but 
“just about the time I got it 
cleaned up, here comes the wa­ 
ter again so I moved some stuff 
over here.” 
The one-room store, about 20 
by 20 feet, contained some can­ 
ned goods, packaged goods, a 
few drug items, toiletries, ciga­ 
rettes, bread, and a small re­ 
frigerator on which Kelley has 
serawled, ‘‘Lunchmeat.’* 
The floodwfater was about an 
inch below the doorway. 
Thebes, population 450, is 25 
miles north of Cairo, where the 
Ohio joins the Mississippi. The 
red brick courthouse, built in 
1848. rests safely on a small 
bluff 
above 
the town. 
Dred 
Scott, the runaway slave of the 
historic Supreme Court decision 
that bears his name, was once 
imprisoned in the Thebes court­ 
house basement. 
John 
Butcher, 
48, 
stepped

the store. "You got any on­ 
ions?” Kelley said he didn’t. 
Butcher turned to Prater. “ I 
can take a crest of 48 feet at 
my place but I only got about 
two more feet to go,” he said.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — The 
new power to tax transferred 
from the St alehouse to the 
Courthouses has put grassroots 
government in immediate need 
of more facts than it now has. 
Much of the public attention 
given to the restructuring of 
'Indiana** local-state tax system 
has centered on the state- 
imposed sales tax, doubled from 
2 per cent to 4 per cent. But 
a potential for fundamental 
change contained in the 1 ocal 
option individual income tax 
could have far more impact in 
the future than higher sales tax. 
G o v e r n o r 
Bowen, 
in 
describing this feature of the 
tax 
restructuring 
program, 
•aid: '“Hie local 'Option program 
is structured so that local 
government — that unit closest 
to the people — will make the 
decisions — not the state. It 
has the aim of providing ad­ 
ditional property tax relief and 
giving local government an 
alternative revenue source. In 
making decisions, grassroots 
government has little time be­ 
fore meeting its first time dead­ 
line. It needs a variety of infor­ 
mation Including the taxable in­ 
dividual income of its residents, 
commuting patterns of people in 
and out of each county, in 
addition to the details of the 
new tax laws. 
Bowen personally will speak 
at a Thursday information 
session primarily for mayors to 
be held On federal revenue 
•haring and the new tax 
package, and his assistants and 
■tata taxation experts par­ 
t i c i p a te in some other 
workshop* 
and 
information 


The Indiana Association of 
Ottas and Towns, die Indiana 
Association of Counties, Indiana 
Chamber of Commerce, Indiana 
Fara Bureau and the Indiana 
U n i v e r a i t y Department of 
Piftiie Affairs are among the 
groups responding with in­ 
formation providing services to 
county councils, and other 
county officials and to mayors 
and other dty officers. 
Ivan H. Brinegar, executive 
d i r e c t o r ef the Indiana 
Association of Cities and Towns, 
sent to all mayors a synopsis 
of the new local option income 
tax, along with tables showing 
how much such a tax might 
raise and maps giving com­ 
muting patterns. Shirl Evans, 
executive director of the In­ 
diana Association of Counties, 
•aid his group is cooperating 
with the

workshops 
planned by the IU Department 
Of Public Affairs for county 
officials, May 7, 9 and 11. 
The Farm Bureau was first 
In the field with a series of 
10 meetings just ending that 
were held in Jasper, Rústanle, 
Seymour, LaPorte, Lafayette, 
Bloomfield, Marion, Crawford- 
sville, Kendalvil© and An­ 
derson. Hollis Moon, legislative

adopt the local option tax this 
year. 
A spot check over the state 
indicated mayors and county 
c o u n - c i l m e n are discussing 
whether to invoke the new' in­ 
come tax and that some have 
expressed individual views but 
that 'no 'County has yet reached 
the moment of decision. The 
actual vote must be that of the 
county council which is faced 
wTith making one of four choices 
by June 1 if it wants the 
alternate tax to go into effect 
in 1973 or by July 1 this year, 
if it wants the tax imposed in 
1974. 
The four choices are to im­ 
pose a county income tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent, three- 
fourths of 1 per cent or at 1 
per cent— or to adopt no tax. 
Failure to act is the same as 
voting against the income tax. 
Most of the county councils 
checked indicated a vote was 
possible sometime during May. 
In Indianapolis where a 29- 
member city - county council 
holds the decision, 
Mayor 
Richard G. Lugar said he will 
not ask them to implement the 
local option income tax. In. Fort 
Wayne, Mayor Ivan Lebamoff 
said he will not try to influence 
the council one way or the 
other, in its probable vote May 
10. Others also indicated a 
reluctance to jump into the new 
tax sea. 
Evans said “some people 
seemed to think once the new 
law passed the councils ought 
to jump in — bang — but many 
of them feel they do not have 
the information they need and 
they are making an effort to 
get all. the facts before they 
act.** 
He said all county council 
m e m b e r s , 
county 
com­ 
ún i s s i on^rs, a ud itors and 
treasurers; are being urged to 
attend one of the three meetings 
sponsored by the IU Depart­ 
ment of Public Affairs. These 
are May 7 at Bloomington, May 
9 in Indianapolis at the I. U. 
School of Law, and May ll at 
South Bend on the I. U. campus. 
.All three begin, at 9:3d1 a.m.. and 
run to 12:30 p.m. 
The meeting at which Bowen 
is a speaker is Thursday at the 
IU Law School here for mayors 
of cities and towns above 2,500 
population. The governor also 
is sponsor but does not plan 
to attend a May 4 workshop 
for mayors at Kokomo. 
Johh Barnett, vice-president 
of the Indiana Chamber of 
C o m m e r c e , 
said 
his 
organization will sponsor some 
information sessions on the 
restructured tax. changes at a. 
date not yet set. He observed 
that 
“some 
local 
officials 
seems to find it easier to take 
money the state raises than 
they do to raise it them selves.’ * 
The big problem facing local 
officials is whether they can 
live with a freeze on property 
tax at the level of the 1973 
levies if they do not elect to 


impose the income tax. The 
actual collection of the income 
tax will be done by the State 
Department of Revenue, along 
with collecting state adjusted 
gross income taxes. The state 
then will return to the adopting 
counties on May 1 and Nov. 
1 the piggy backed income tax. 
The county treasurer distributes 
the income tax to each taxing 
unit within the county in a 
proportionate share. 
Even though a city might 
need and want the local, income 
ta x 
badly, 
the 
decision, 
however, would be up to the 
county council and not t© the 
city officials, and vice versa. 
Once a. county council, adopts 
the local income tax, it must 
remain in effect for four years 
after which the council can 
rescind it with a vote taken no 
later than August 1. 
One of the factors the local 
officials must consider is the 
number of residents who work 
in one county but live in 
another. This is why the local 
officials are so interested in 
commuter patterns. If the 
county where the non-resident 
works adopts the income tax 
and his home county does not, 
he still must pay it at the rate 
of one-fourth of 1 per cent to 
the adopting -county of work. 
But if his home county adopts 
the tax, the money goes to that 
county, at whichever of the 
three rates adopted.

Addition Made 
In Suit Against 
4 Tax Bills 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—The 
Indiana Taxpayers Lobby has 
added to its suit against Gov. 
Otis R. 'Bowen’s four tax, bills 
the challenge that the Legisla­ 
ture was not constitutionally in 
session at the time of their 
adoption. 
The additional causes of ac­ 
tion, filed Tuesday, deal with a 
constitutional amendment ap­ 
proved by voters in 1970 re­ 
garding the length and frequen­ 
cy of legislative sessions. 
The language of the amend­ 
ment reads, in part, “...The 
Speaker of the House, acting 
jointly with the President of the 
Sen ate ...may recess or 'adjourn, 
a session for any period of time 
not to exceed 21 days...No regu­ 
lar legislative session of the 
General Assembly may extend 
beyond 'the 30th day of April, of 
the year in which it is con­ 
vened.” 
The 1973 session convened for 
one organizational meting last 
Nov. 15, then reces.sed and re­ 
convened Jan. 8. 
Frank E. Spencer, attorney 
for the taxpayers lobby, said 
the tax bills are “null and 
void” because the recess ex­ 
ceeded 21 days. 
He also argued the session 
was meeting unconsrtitutionallv 
because it already was past 
‘the 30th day of April, of the 
year in which it is convened,” 
namely 1972. 
The case is 'before Judge 
Charles W. Applegate in Mar­ 
ion County Supeior Court.

Pork Prices Reflect Rising Costs 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Higher 
pork 
prices 
simply 
reflect higher production costs, 
point out 
Purdue 
University 
extension 
animal nutritionists 
James R. Foster and Vem B. 
Mayrose. 


Noting 
that 
all 
red 
meat 
prices have traveled upward, 
the specialists say many con­ 
sumers overlook pork as an 
economical source of nutrition. 
Lean 
pork, 
in 
addition 
to 
being 
highly 
digestible, 
fur­ 
nishes 
protein 
and 
the 
B 
vitamins — thiamine, riboflavin 
and 
niacin — essential 
to 
human diet. Compared to 20 
years ago, today’s pork has 57 
per cent less f i t and 36 per 
cent fewer calories. Many cuts 
are also trim m ed closer, con­ 
veniently packaged and labeled. 
Rising costs of feed, labor and 
overhead have contributed to 
the cost of producing pork and 
kept 
producer’s 
profits 
at 
moderate levels, the specialists 


potatoes are the most common 
vegetables planted in Indiana. 
But 
Hoosier 
soils 
are 
also 
capable of growing almost any 
of the more popular table items 
from carrots and cucumbers to 
pumpkins and watermelon. 
Actually, 
food 
prices

And. unfavorable weather this 
spring has caused production in 
California areas to fall behind 
as much as three weeks. In 
addition, 
important 
southern 
supply areas are experiencing 
delayed 
harvest 


On average feed consumption 
amounts to about 800 pounds. 
Figuring feed costs at 5.5 cents 
a pound, the .total will reach 
$44. Overhead costs, such as 
facilities, labor, and veterinary 
services, will ndd between $12 
and $16 per animal. This gives 
range of $56 $60 for producing 
a 200-pound hog. The live hog 
will yield only about 120 pounds 
of saleable meat. 


All costs, plus at least some

incentive,
